YEAR END REPORT OF 

LOMOND DISTRICT NURSE 
FOR 1955 

It is my seventh year in Lomond. 
The town has almost doubled In 
size during this time. A new school 
opened in 1949 and now the build¬ 
ing Is being enlarged by two rooms. 
Work was to be completed last fall 
but (s still going on slowly. One 
classroom is being held in the IO- 
OF hall and another in an impro¬ 
vised room in the school auditor¬ 
ium. 

This year the County of Vulcan 
took over the district and the 
school; the town of Lomond re¬ 
mains a municipality of Lomond. 
Enchant and Travers aie in the 
Taber Municipality. The schools in 
tills district are being done by the 
Barons Eureka Health Unit. Ai- 
mada and Lomond schools are In 
the High River Health Unit. 

The district is now comprised of 
Armada, Lomond and Travers. 
Enchant is now under the Vauxhall 
Municipal Nurse. 

This has been a busy year. Be¬ 
sides public health duties, a senior 
and junior first aid class and a 
junior home nursing class have 

have been taught. I have also been 
the leader of the CGIT and Ex¬ 
plorer Groups for the past four 

years. Roads have improved since 

the county took over but they are 
still not good roads. The valley 
between here and Vulcan makes 
travel uncertain in bad weather. 
The Lethbridge road is open most 
of the year. Supplies and mail 

come in by transport from Calgary. 

The Lomond cottage is comfor¬ 
table and in fairly good repair. It 
is a six-room cottage with oil hvsat. 
Cistern water supply and a cess 
pool drainage.
